The Lord Chancellor came to the Houfe a litele 
before four o’clock, when prayers being read, their 
Lordfhips inftantly proceeded to the order of the 
day for taking into,confideration the ftate of the na- 
tion, upon which the Houfe refolved itfelf into a 
Committee, Lord Onflow in the chair.—The refo- 
lutions of the Houfe of Commons being read by the 
Clerk, 

Lord Hopetoun rofe, and begged the indulgence 
of their Lordthips, while he delivered his fentiments 
upon the bufinels which was then before them : The 
occafion for it had been repeatedly lamented ; but by 
none who felt it more fincerely than he did; yét the 
neceflity was fuch as to. compel their Lordfhips td 
take it into confideretion, and not permit their feel: 
ings to get the better of their duty. By the report 
of the phyficians, it appeared that our Sovereign was 
incapacitated from attending the duties of his (tation, 
the Houfe of Commons had received the fame me- 
lancholy information, and upon which ground they 
had come to the refolutions which were ju(t read by | 
the clerk, and to which they had requefted the con- 
currence of that Houfe. The firft, their Lordthips 
would perceive, was little more than aa affirmation 
of that report, and a neceffity for proceeding upon 
it: The next was certainly of great importance, and 
merited due confideration, The queftion of right 
had been brought forward both in that Houfe, and 
in another place, by fuch great and refp2cable au- 
thority, and maintained to exift in the Prince of 
Wales, and not in Parliament, that in his opinion 
it claimed the moft ferious difcuffion; for his part, 
until he fhould hear fufficient reafons in fapport or 
that doctrine, he maintained a very diiferent opi- 
} nion, nor could he at prefent imagine how the idea 
of the Prince poffefling that right could ever enrer 
into any man’s head he wifhed to have his right; 
if fuch a principle was~ ftill maintained, fully and 
clearly explained, and therefore it was that he had 
intruded upon their Lordfhips thus early for the pur-

‘The Sheriff having declared his fen- 
timents at confiderable length, in the capacityof a judge, 
begged leave to fay a few words as a Gentleman ; and 
he was equally clear, in that charaéter, to give his 


opinion, ‘that Mr Haig had conduéted himfelf im- 
soperly. Had he thought he had been treated 


with-infolence by Mr Smiton, and he was ready to 


_ acknowledge, he had, on their firft interview at Bel- 


mount, received the highe{t provocation, it was Mr 
Haiy’s duty to have fent a friend next dayto Mr 
Smiton to demand a proper apology; and, if that 
had been refufed, to have informed him, that he 
might depend upon being chaftifed for his infolence 
the firlttime they met. This conduét, which, as 
a man who fmarted under an injury, was the moft 
natural to be purfued, Mr Haig did not follow ; on 
the contrary, he attacked Mr Smiton at atime when 
the latter had no reafon to expect it, and without 
“ny previous warning. ‘The unequal footing upon 
which they met, the Sheriff likewife thought, mili- 
tated ftrongly againft Mr Haig, where youth was 
oppofed to age, and ftrength to weaknefs. Upon 
the whole, the Sheriff was decidedly of ome 
that Mr Haig had acted wrong in every poflible view 
of the cafe; He faid he was convinced that no one 
who knew him would accufe him of illiberality of 
féatiment ; but he could not help obferving, that it 
perhaps, became Mr . Haig otek than molt other 
to ftand in the prefent predicament. His 
name had before been to much in the mouths of the 
public, that it fhould have been his peculiar f{tudy 
not again to have forced himfelf forward in fo con- 
fpicuous a point of view. 
Mr Haig was affoilzied, and difmiffed /rmpliciter 
from the bar.

forming his firft engagement, as well as to avoid the 
expence of new proclamation, Cruikfhank fell upon 
a very ingenious device.—He went to one of the 
minifters of this city, and gave in the certificate of 
his proclamation with Sufan Melvin, and made his 
new bride call herfelf by that name ; they alfo con- 
trived a plaufible {tory of the bride’s ficknefs as a 
reafon for their having delayed the marriage. The 
minifter, who entertained no fufpicion, was com- 
pleatly deceived and married them ; the fame night 
however, the trick was difcovered, and next day the 
Procurator Fifcal complained of thens for the fraud, 
and for having procured themfeives to be irregularly 
married ; they fully acknowledged the faét as above 
ftated, and the Magiftrates, thinking “the example 
exceedingly dangerous and improper, determined to 
put the law ftriétly in execution ; they therefore 
fined Cruikfhank in 100 merks, and fentenced him 
to be imprifoned for three months, and thereafter 
until he thould pay the fine. The wife begged hard 
for her hufband’s liberty, offering to double or triple 
the fine as a commutation, but to no purpofe. We 
hope this example will have the effeé to prevent fi- 
milar frauds in time coming. hie
